The  agricultur 
i«t*  of  Britain  are  a  powerful  class 
and  they  are  supported  in  their  move 
ments  for  their  own  benefit  by  a  stil 
more  powerful  clas* — the  landlord* 
They  are  moving  for  thc  imposition 
of    a    duty  on  barley  entering  the 
country  for  malting  purposes,  with  a 
preference  of  one-third  on  barley  im 
ported    from    the    Dominions.  The 
measure  i*  *upported  by  the  Govern 
ment,  -io  far  a*  can  be  gathered  from 
somewhat  ambiguous  dispatches,  and 
in  that  case  is  assured  of  passing  into 
law;  but  it  will  not  do  this  without 
bitter  opposition  from    the  Labor 
party,  which  may  be  presumed  to 
stand  lor  everything  being  made  as 
cheaply  as  possible  for  the  consumers. 

The  proposal  is  an  interesting  one 
marking  as  it  doe*  the  predilection  of 

one  of  the  great  political  parties  for 
protection  in  a  very  modified  form, 
and  because  it  probably  will  unite  the 
Liberal  and  the  Labor  facti(jns  in  the 
Imperial  House  of  Commons  into  a 
solid  opposition  phalanx.
